2. SATELLITES. THURSDAY WASHPOST GETLER REPORTED ARMS 
ACCORD ALLOWS SUCH HIGH LEVELS OE MIRVS THAT THE IMPORTANCE 
OE PICTURE-TAKING SATELLITES MAY BE REDUCED BECAUSE NO ONE 
WILL NEED TO CHEAT, GETLER ADDING IT DOESN'T MAKE MUCH 
DIEFERENCE, AT LEAST MILITARILY, IF EITHER SIDE TRIED TO 

CHEAT BY HIDING AN EXTRA 100 MISSILES, ALTHOUGH POLITI- 
CALLY SUCH CHEATING COULD DESTROY DETENTE. GETLER SAYS 
WILL BE SEVERAL YEARS BEEORE MIRV VERIEICATION PROBLEM 
BECOMES TROUBLESOME SINCE IT WILL TAKE TIME TO BUILD UP 
TO NEW LIMITS AND IN MEANWHILE THERE WILL BE MORE DIS- 
CUSSIONS SEEKING TO ACHIEVE MUTUAL REDUCTIONS OE MIRVS. 
GETLER ADDS VERIEICATION CONTINUES TO BE A VITAL CONCERN 
OE BOTH SIDES, ESPECIALLY AS A REFLECTION OE GOOD FAITH, 

AND GENEVA NEGOTIATORS ARE EXPECTED TO PRESS FOR SOME 
RIGID REQUIREMENTS THAT WILL MAKE THE VERIEICATION JOB 
EASIER, SUCH AS AGREEING TO ASSUME THAT A GENERAL CLASS 
OE MISSILES IS TO BE MIRVED, AND DEPLOYING MIRVS ONLY IN 
CERTAIN GEOGRAPHIC AREAS. ACCORDING GETLER, THE 
PRINCIPAL FEAR ASSOCIATED WITH MIRVS IS THAT THEY COULD 
CONCEIVABLY ALLOW ONE SIDE TO ACHIEVE A KNOCKOUT 
SURPRISE FIRST STRIKE AND THIS MAY LEAD US TO BUILD MORE, 

AND MORE MOBILE, MISSILES SO THAT MORE WARHEADS WOULD 
SURVIVE AN ATTACK. 

3. CONGRESS. THURSDAY NYTIMES GWERTZMAN WASHINGTON 
REPORTED CRITICISM OF ARMS ACCORD HAS BEGUN TO DEVELOP 
AND SOME OFEICIALS PREDICT IT MAY PROVOKE A FIGHT IN 
CONGRESS, GWERTZMAN ADDED CRITICISM COMES FROM A LOOSE 
COALITION OE CRITICS WHO MOSTLY SPOKE OUT IN RESPONSE TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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QUESTIONS EROM NEWSME-. AN AIDE TO JACKSON SAID HE WILL 
HOLD HEARINGS BEEORE HIS ARMED SERVICES SUBCOMMITTEE AND 
STATE DEPARTMENT OFEICIALS BELIEVED JACKSON LIKELY TO 
MAKE THE PACT A POLITICAL ISSUE AGAINST FORD BUT THEY 
HOPE THAT, ONCE THE ADMINISTRATION HAS A CHANCE TO EX- 
PLAIN THE ACCORD, SUPPORT WILL BE STRENGTHENED. JACKSON 
SAID HE EEARED THE ACCORD WILL IMPEL US TO BUILD MORE 
MIRVS TO OFESET THE SOVIET ADVANTAGE AND THIS WILL COST 
BILLIONS OE DOLLARS. GWERTZMAN REPORTED NITZE EOUND 
ACCORD DISAPPOINTING AND SAID ISSUE IS: DOES THIS AGREE-

WARHEADS; ALSO MONDALE SAID HE HAD QUESTIONS ABOUT THE 
ACCORD, SAYING: REAL TEST IS WHETHER THE AGREEMENT STOPS 
OR SLOWS ANY STRATEGIC PROGRAM ON EITHER SIDE. 

3A. WEDNESDAY WATERTOWN TIMES REPORTED EROM WASHINGTON 
THAT SEN. BUCKLEY SAID THE NEW ACCORD WILL RECEIVE A EAR 
MORE THOROUGH GOING-OVER BY CONGRESS THAN PREVIOUS PACTS 
BECAUSE TOO MANY UNEXPECTED EACTORS HAD BEEN INCLUDED 

IN SALT ONE; BUCKLEY ALSO INDICATED HE HAS CONTINUING 
DOUBTS ABOUT SOVIET SINCERITY RE DISARMAMENT AND EMIGRA-

WAS PACT SIGNED NOW AT VERY EIRST EORD-BREZHNEV MEETING? 
THIMMESCH SUGGESTS EORD WAS BEDAZZLED BY HEADY ATMOSPHERE 
OE INTERNATIONAL NEGOTIATING, AND ALTHOUGH WE HAVE CEIL- 
ING ON ROCKETS WE DON'T KNOW WHETHER RUSSIANS MAY NOT

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4C. THURSDAY WASHPOST HAD ZORZA COLUMN STRESSING 
BREZHNEV'S INTEREST IN KEEPING FORD IN WHITE HOUSE UNTIL 
1980, THUS KEEPING JACKSON OUT OF IT, ZORZA SAYING TEN- 
YEAR FRAMEWORK OF SALT TWO WOULD COMMIT NEXT PRESI- 
DENT, EVEN IF JACKSON, TO RIGID ARMS CEILING. THIS, SAYS

GROUP HAD TOO MUCH INVESTED IN DETENTE TO PERMIT ITS 
COLLAPSE, ALSO FORD MUST PROVE HE IS CAPABLE OF HANDLING 
GREAT AND DELICATE ISSUES, AND IT IS AN ALMOST UNBREAKABLE 
RULE OF DIPLOMACY THAT TWO CHIEFS MUST NEVER GO TO

SUMMIT TRIP FULLY JUSTIFIED BY THE BREAKTHROUGH TOWARD 
SALT TWO AND US SHOULD TAKE LEAD IN TRYING TO AVOID 
WORLDWIDE ECONOMIC COLLAPSE, MIDEAST CONFLAGRATION, 

AND DISASTROUS PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONRY. TUES- 
DAY PHILA INQUIRER EDITORIAL SAID ARMS ACCORD IS A VICTORY 
FOR SANITY, EACH SIDE HAS MADE MAJOR CONCESSIONS; BUT IT
